and breeding stock the same la true 1 
with regard to the value Of having the 1 
purchaser well satisfied. Many tlm'*^ ! 
this alone will Influence a breeder to 
put In something extra or glvetquallt) 
that he honestly feels Is worth more 
than the price demanded so as to get 
a greater satisfaction for the pur ■ 
chaser.

America threw into the war hopper 
in Europe In the flaral year ended 
June 30 horses to the value of |<4.- 
046.S34 and mules to the value of 812.- 
•2 m. 143. These weut for tbe most 
part to tbe armies of Gres* Britain. 
France, Belgium and Italy, and were 
purchased by ageuls of these govern¬ 
ments In all sections of tbe United 
8tatea and shipped chiefly from New 
York City. Newport News, Norfolk. 
Philadelphia. Baltimore and New Or* 
leans. 

These figures stand out prominently 
In the full tabulation of Imports and 
exports for the United States for the 
fiscal year, and were annouotced by 
(he purrsu ol foreign and domestic 
commerce. The total Imports are 
shown to be 91.674.U9.740. approxi¬ 
mately 9-19.ooo.ooo less than last 
year; the totai exports are given us 
92.768.489.340. about 9406.000.000 more 
thhn last year. 

One uf th? marked points of the 
tabulation la the fact that the exporta¬ 
tions to Germany for tho year mount¬ 
ed to 928.863.3Ii4, whereas, a tear ago 
they amounted to 9344.794.276. Aus 
iris Hungary’s exportations amounted 
to 81,240.000, compared with $21,718- 
268 last year. 

This la far mors than offsH, how¬ 
ever. by the exports to the Unite 1 
Kingdom. France and Russia. Tbe 
United Kingdom took from tht Unit¬ 
ed Htstes In the tlacal year, goods 
•. ountlng lo 9911.602.484. as compar¬ 
ed with 9694.271,863 last year; Franm 
took goods vnlued at 9360 397.170. as 
(ompared with 9U0.818.924 last year, 
and Russia. 937.474.38b, sa compared 
with I30.fi88.643 last year
